sented All Sorts ot Animals and 
Things— Origin of Vob. 

There la uncertainty as to when the 
portable wati h. as we understand it to- 
day, came Into use. It was protiabiy at 
tbecloe.'of the.sisteeiith century Qtieen 
EIUalM'th owned a large number ol 
watches. Mary Queen ot Scots, waa the 
poaseasor ot a skall-shsped watch. In 
tact tb* "death bead" pstteni waa at 
that time much In vogue. Eodlesa were 
th* styles, torthere'wercwatches shaped 
like books, pears, butterflies and tulips 
The Nuremburg egg wa* a spei tal shape 
and waa made In 1800. Those queer 
ahapea ot watches prevented their find- 
ing a place ia the pocket. When wsa 
the fob flrst need In the drcu ot man* 
The German fob |* "Yoppe." and it u 
believed that It came from Etirop* 
through the Puritan, "whoee dislike fi r 
display may have Induced them to ion 
ceal Iheir timekeepers from the piihiii 
gaie."
